Cultivated mu.shrooms have a 
place in the averaffe Americ-an 
diet, not only on tlie basis of 
their flavor, but nlso because of 
definite food values which tliey 
possess. They contain much less 
pi-olLein than meat and fish, but 
mushrooms compare favorably 
with most fresh vegetables in pro¬ 
tein (iontent and are good sources 
of vitamins and of minerals such 
as iron and copper. Mushrooms 
are an excellent plant soui’ce of 
riboflavin and niacin. They also 
lontain appreciable amounts of 
thiamin and biotin. These vita¬ 
mins are well retained during 
cooking’ and in canned, dehy¬ 
drated, and frozen mushrooms. 

When buying fresh mushi-ooms 
clioose those that— 

Are fii-m and white. Have 
smooth i^ounded caps which are 
closed around the stem. Have 
stems no longer tharr VA irrehes, 
say.s Gisela Pass, Extension 
Home Economist with the Harnar- 
den County Extension Ser\'ice.

When so much of the news is on tlie depressing side, it is a 
welcome relief to be rerniiulod of stirring episode.s in the history of 
our country tliat required a high measui'e of individual resourceful¬ 
ness and courage. 


The avaihihility of firearms in , 
t'-.i.' countrv may go a lot further | 
t.-v.ard picvcnting crime than; 
< husing it, according to U. S. ! 
Hep. Bob Cu.'^cy of Texas. j 

Casey drew the conclusion | 
from a national statistical study j 
of* crime ral«-s and firearms own- j 
ership which he presented on Gie | 
floor of the Hou.'^e of Represent:!- . 
tives. He said, “the research pa- j 
p«'r showed that ‘•the true statis- | 
tics will not support the claims , 
of anti-gun legislators and others : 
who s:iy that the availability of 
firearms is a contributing cause 
of crime. 

“In fact, Uie stati.^tics indicate 
tliut the opposite may be true,” 
Casey stated. “The statistical 
evidence fioin this study drives 
;i peimianenl wedge between the 
n:.lion’s aiiti-irun element and one 
oi it.-, pet arguments for enact¬ 
ment of more ivstrictive fireanns 
legi.shd ion. 

“For some time, the supporters 
<A uiululy restrictive gun laws 
have been trying to sell this no¬ 
tion that where firearms owner¬ 
ship is high, crime will be r:im- 
pant. They tried to I'einforco 
these claims by using selected 
puilial statistics that appcaivd 
consistent with the idea. 

“The fact that there has never 
nv-i'H a stati.sticul stuily of any 
tither kind of scientific research 
i.j .support this position has never 
kept thepi from circulating this 
ha.seless contention,” the Texas 
c.)ngres.sman noted. 

Rather than dealing in partial 
statistics, this new .study exam¬ 
ines each of the 50 states and 
analyzes their varying crime 
rates against each stateks respcc- 
live proportion of gun owner.ship. 

In charting the relationship of 
tne.se statistics, the crime rates 
oiil not go up with higlier gun 
owner.ship. In.stead, they showed 
c definite downward trend where 
firearms ownei'ship was wide¬ 
spread. The pattern v:is the same 
I'.jV every category of crime tost- 
t-J—t.«;tul serious crime, homicide, 
: '.;g;av:;led assault and robbery.

The spirit of the Pony Exiiress was caught by Mark Twain, who 
observed the passage of one of these legendary riders from a stage¬ 
coach: “So sudden is it all, and so like a flash of unreal fancy, that 
but for the flake of white foam left quivering and perishing on a 
mail-sack after the vision had flashed by and disappeared, we might 
have doubted whether we had seen any actual horse and man at all, 
maybe.’’

Red sour c-heiTies become a col¬ 
orful pie filling when combined' 
with rt;apioea and almond extract.

This recipe fills a zzine-inch pie. 

CHERRY PIE 

3 cups drained, canned or frozen, 
pitted tart red chetries 
1 , to IV 2 cups sugar (to taste) 

*4 cup tapioca 
teaspoon salt 
M cup cherry juice 
% teaspoon red food coloring 
hi teaspoon almond extia.ct 
1 taljJespoon butter or margarine 
'Mix sugar, salt' and tapioca. 
Combine taiiioca mixture wth 
chennes. Add i-ed coloinng and 
almond extract to cherry juice. 
Add juice to cherries. Let filling 
mixture stand while rolling pie 
crust. 

Line pie pan •with pastry. Fill 
crust. Add butter or margazdne, 
biviken into tiny pieces and scat¬ 
tered over the top. Lay on top 
ci-ust. Seal edges, then flute. Bake 
in a hot oven at 425 degi-ees F. 
for 20 minutes, then lower the 
temperatui'e to 325 {legrees F.
